of Sacramento county on the 27th of July. A 
motion to dismiss the case and vacate the 
proceedings is set for argument on Monday 
next. The grounds of the motion are that it 
does not appear from the complaint that the 
State has any interest in the action, or has 
been in any way injured by the acts of de­ 
fendants ; that the Attorney General has so 
power or authority to institute proceedings in 
the action ; that it does not appear that Sut­ 
ter county has any interest in the matter, or 
has been irjurel by the alleged wrongful acts 


of. defendants; that Sutter county has no 
power or authority to institute proceedings 
against defendants in the name of the people 
of California. 


CITY POLITICAL AFFAIRS.

BLAINE AND HARTMANN. 
The action of the attorney of the 
Nihilist Hartmann, in asking Secretary 
Blaine to give him a definite guarantee for 
the safety o: his client from extradition, 
is certainly one of the most impudent and 
outrageous things that has been done of 
late. As a matter of course Mr. Blaine 
can no more give such an assurance than 
a Judge can promise a party to a suit 
that it shall be decided for him, and the 
application to the State Department was 
as indecent and improper as such an ap­ 
plication to a Court would be. If the 
Itussian Government makes a demand 
for the extradition of Hartmann the 
United States Government will require it 
to produce evidence that Hartmann has 
committed some one of the offenses for 
which extradition is granted under exist­ 
ing treaty arrangements. If the Ilussian 
Government cannot produce such evidence, 
then Hartmann will not be delivered up. 
But if it is able to show that it has valid 
ground for charging him with par­ 
ticipation in an attempt at assassination, 
then he will be given up without 
hesitation. Hartmann and his attorney 
must not imagine that any effort would be 
made by the United States Government 
to strain points in his favor. On his 
own published confession he is an assassin, 
and this Í9 not a congenial place of refuge 
formen of that character. If his own story 
be true, there can he no doubt that he is 
a very proper subject for extradit on, and 
it will be a matter for regret if the Hus- 
sian Government does not demand his sur­ 
render. As regards his attorney’s talk 
about the political aspect of his crimes, 
of course our Government would have 
nothing to do with it. Political refugees 
are not liable to extradition, but murder­ 
ers cannot escape by pretending that 
tbeir crimes were inspired by political 
motives. Assassination is assassination, no 
matter how inspired, and whoever com­ 
mits mnrder loses his right of asylum in 
this country. 
ANIMAL VACCINATION. 
A Herald special from London states 
that Professor Pasteur, the celebrated 
French chemist, has snccceded in applying 
vaccination, or rather inoculation, to ani­ 
mals, and lias produced the be9t results. 
In describing his experiments he said : 
“ tifty sheep were placed at my disposal, 
“ of which twenty were vaccinated. A 
11 fortnight afterwards fifty sheep were 
“ inoculated with the most virulent poison. 
“ The twenty-five vaccinated sheep re- 
“ sisted the infection. 
The twenty-five 
“ unvaccinated sheep died of splenic fever 
“ within fifty hours." 
He added that 
since making these demonstrations of the 
value of animal vaccination he has vacci­ 
nated, in the Departments surrounding 
Paris, 11 more than twenty thousand sheen 
“ and a large number of cattle and horses.” 
It is needless to point out the great im­ 
portance of this discovery to farmers. Pro­ 
fessor Pasteur says that tho losses in 
France annually from the diseases which 
can be prevented by vaccination have 
heretofore amounted to twenty million 
francs. These losses have been common 
to all stock-raisers and sheep end cattle 
breeders, and if they can be averted by 
timely vaccination the discovery may truly 
bo said to be worth a score of millions a 
year in the United States alone. 


The worst result of Chinese immigration 
has received comparatively little attention 
fro ha the opponents of that form of labor. 
The evils of Chinese competition with 
w.tiite labor have been dwelt upon very 
fully, but the extent to which the use of 
opium has been increased through tho 
teaching and the example of the Chinese 
on this coast is as yet very imperfectly 
understood. 
Yet it is a fact that the 
opium habit is being acquired by thousands 
of white youths in California; that not 
only in the cities and larger inland towns, 
but in scores of small rural villages, 
opium dens are to be found ; that these 
deus are frequented by young people of 
both sexes ; that the use of opium among 
the criminal classes especially is becoming 
general ; that the dragticds its way into the 
prisons, the county jaila, the State peni­ 
tentiaries ; that the practice of opium 
smoking, at first adopted merely for the 
sake of novelty, is fastening upon hun­ 
dreds of immature lads and girls, whose 
constitutions must be ruined by it ; and 
that notwithstanding all the efforts 
hitherto made to put a stop to tlie evil it 
is steadily and rapidly gaining ground. 
There is scarcely a hamlet in the State to­ 
day which does not contain some opium 
smokers. 
Wherever the Chinese are— 
and they go everywhere—the means of 
indulging in the habit are to be obtained. 
One victim makes a score of converts to 
tho practice, and those who begin to smoke 
merely for amusement discover too late 
that they are slaves to the demand. 
Of course there is a great deal of secrecy 
about this practice. Those who have been 
led into it and have been enslaved en­ 
deavor to conceal tbeir vice as closely as 
possible. In the cities there are hundreds 
of young men occupying responsible po­ 
sitions who have fallen victims to their 
taste for experiment. Some of them think 
to cure themselves at times by dropping 
opium smoking and substituting hypo­ 
dermic injections of morphine, but their 
last state is worse than their first. Very 
few who allow themseives to be persuaded 
to try a pipe of opium have any knowledge 
of the danger they are running. But there 
is no vice at once so insidious and so dead­ 
ly. Tho man who has once habituated 
himself to opium in any of its forms finds 
shortly that he cannot abandon the prac 
tice without the exercise of an amount of 
will power which he has generally ceased 
to possess, and the endurance of an amount 
of physical suffering which he cannot face. 
The craving for drink is a mere bagatelle 
to that for opium. The victim of the 
opium habit soon becomes so shaken that 
he cannot do anything until he has had 
fresh dose of the drug. It steadily Baps the 
intellect and the constitution together. 
It disorders the hepatic functions, de 
moralizes the stomach, destroys the appe­ 
tite, paralyzes the will, stupefies the mem­ 
ory, and makes complete wrecks of those 
who are given over to it. 
It is true that some men have succeeded 
in breaking the habit, but it is easier for 
the hereditary dipsomaniac ti cure himself 
of his passionate craving for alcoholic 
stimulants than it is for the opium victim 
to overcome his tyrant. Where, more­ 
over, the habit is contracted by boys, the 
cure ¡3 more difficult than ever. In these 
cases the growth of the body is arrested, 
morbid conditions are set up, pulmonary 
diseases areolten induced, and life is short­ 
ened by a direct cutting off of the supply 
of energy. The lads who smoke opium are 
pale, ilabby-lleshed, aummic, languid, 
hollow-eyed, and generally stupid and in­ 
different to all around them. Opium de­ 
stroys the moral sense by its action upon 
the ganglionic centers. It disorganizes the 
brain, and arrests the formation of new 
convolutions in the cerebral hemispheres. 
It is in fact the most utterly fatal and 
ruinous habit to which man can become 
attached, and if its extension is not 
checked the indications are that it will 
prove the source of more misery in Cali­ 
fornia than all other vices put together. 
Nor 13 it easy to accomplish a radi­ 
cal reform in this matter. The Chinese 
quarters are everywhere the centers of in­ 
fection, but it is notoriously difficult to 
prevent the Chinese from using the drug, 
and when they can use it they can also 
supply it to others. The occasional cap­ 
tures by the police of white boys and men 
in Chinese opium dens represent but a very 
small part of the current opium smoking. 
Of late it has been the practice for white 
opium smokers to use the drng at their 
own houses or lodgings, and in this case 
discovery is almost impossible. It may be 
doubtful also whether even if it were possi­ 
ble to stop the smoking everywhere at 
once, the victims of the habit would not 
have recourse to some other form of the 
drug, such as morphine, which it would be 
out of tho question to trace. In fact it 
seems as if the only practicable method of 
reform was to appeal to the victims them­ 
selves ; to tell them what danger they are 
incurring; to point out to them the terrible 
and inevitable effect.? of persistence in the 
practice ; and to stimulate their will power 
to resistance. 
This is perhaps a forlorn hope, but un­ 
less the importation of opium by the Chi­ 
nese can be stopped we fear it is tho only 
means of relief available. 
At present 
many lads and young men are uncon­ 
sciously laying the foundations of disease 
and mental and physical degradation by 
thoughtlessly indulging in this calamitous 
practice. They should realize that there 
is no half-way place with the opium- 
smoker, unless he is an Oriental. The 
habit once formed can only be broken by 
the most tremendous exertions, and very 
few have the energy remaining to make 
such an effort. There is no “ fun" in 
opium-smoking. It is literal death to the 
smokers, and they ought to know this. 
Whoever desires to enjoy health and an 
average life must keep away from this 
fatal practice resolutely, and determine 
above all things never to make a begin­ 
ning of it. 
SAIN AND RAILROADS. 


which had formerly been desert might in 
time exercise some influence upon the rain­ 
fall ; but the areas would have to be large, 
the cultivation extensive, and tho period 
of observation protracted, before any con­ 
clusions possessing scientific value could be 
obtained. In the present caso it is far 
more likely that the supposed increase of 
rainfall in New Mexico is the result of 
that general meteorological disturbance 
which has been so marked in most parts of 
the world this year, than that it owes its 
origin to the effects of the railroad exten­ 
sion upon cultivation. 
GRAY’S SENTENCE. 
Clarence Gray, the murderer of Glancey, 
has been sentenced to twenty years in the 
State Prison. This man ought to have been 
hanged, and his sentence ia therefore 
measurably a failureoi justice. T’uecrime he 
committed was a brutal and an aggravated 
one. Hewa3a turbulent ruffiaD, andhaving 
been proposed for a responsible office he 
was denounced as unfit by a courageous 
journalist. To prove his fitness he then 
assassinated the editor, and now after two 
trials, and numerous delays and hitches 
in the proceedings, he has received this 
sentence. If such a sentence really meant 
anything in this State the case would be 
different, but when a man is sentenced for 
twenty years we know only too well that 
he may be free again iu less than five, if 
he possesses sufficient political influence. 
Since Gray has escaped the gallows he cer­ 
tainly ought to have had a life sentence. 
Even if he served twenty years it would 
not be an adequate punishment for his 
crime, but he has proved himself so bad a 
citizen that there is no reason for letting 
him loose again at all, and therefore he 
should have spent the rest of his life in the 
Penitentiary. 
WHAT WILL THEY DO WITH IT? 
Now that the Boers have got the Trans 
vaal all to themselves it remains to be seen 
what they will do with it. When they 
had it before they managed their affairs so 
badly that between intestine dissensions 
and quarrels with native tribes they were 
ou the point of being ruined when they 
made that appeal for British help which 
they afterwards undertook to repudiate. 
Henceforth they will have to take care of 
themselves, and whatever fate they may 
incur it is tolerably certain that they will 
find nobody willing to interfere on their 
behalf. Their talent for governing has not 
been exhibited very conspicuously in the 
past. All that has been made apparent is 
that they’are particularly skillful marks­ 
men. A country, however, cannot be 
ruled by rifle-shooting, neither can debts 
be paid in that way. The Boers are al­ 
ready in debt to begin with, and they are 
not at all harmonious among themselves, 
while they have never been on anything 
but hostile terms with their native neigh­ 
bors. It will be interesting to observe 
their progress, and to see whether they 
have within them the capacity for self­ 
government after all their bragging.

According to the English Mechanic, M. 
de Gasparin has rejected the theory that 
tho fertility of volcanic soil is due to a su­ 
perabundance of phosphoric acid. M. de 
Gasparin has discovered that the luxuriant 
garden betwoen Catania and Nicolori, as 
well as fertile lands in Nimes and Caen, 
contain very small proportions of phos­ 
phoric acid. 
Tho richness of the soil 
about .-Etna may be traced, he thinks, to 
tho concomitance of muddy formations and 
the climate. 
Dean Stanley’s death-bed was a quiet 
and peaceful one. In the morning the 
sacrament was administered by Canon 
Farrar, the Dean himself pronouncing the 
blessing in a full, intelligible voice, and 
taking leave of every one individually, in­ 
cluding the servants. 
The day passed 
quietly, and as evening came on his breath­ 
ing grew diflicHlt, but there was no sign 
of pain. He often spoke at length and 
with earnestness, but only a word hero 
and there could be made out. Death came 
calmly, without even the motion of a limb.

CALIFORNIA.

ARIZONA. 
Not Satisfied W illi The Governor. 
T ucson, August 10th.—John C. Fremont 
has held the office of Governor of Arizona 
nearly three years, fully half of which time 
he has spent in New York and Boston, 
where he now is, and has been for the past 
six months. The people of Arizona have 
submitted to his conduct, because they 
looked upon him as a poor old man, who 
should be taken care of; but having so long 
neglected his duty, by continued absent- 
from the Territory, great dissatisfaction ex­ 
ists, and strong efforts are now beiug made to 
secure his removal. 
NEVADA. 
Death. 
A u stin , August 10th.—After a brief ill­ 
ness, C. D. Spiers died this afternoon. He 
haa been a resident of this place since 1863, 
and during the time has held the offices of 
County Clerk, Recorder and Assessor. Up 
to 1803 he resided at Mokelnmne Hill, Gal., 
where he acted as deputy in several of the 
county offices for a number of years. He 
was well and favorably known throughout 
California and Nevada. 


OREGON. 
Items from Portland. 
P o rtla n d , August 10.h.—The weather 
continues cool and cloudy. 
The blight has attacked the potato crop on 
various farms along Coos river, Coos county, 
and considerable damage has already resulted. 
A large natural-cave has just been discov­ 
ered at the head of Williams creek, Jo 
sephine county. It consists of a series of 
subterranean caverns or chambers, through 
which a person can walk for some four hun­ 
dred or five hundred yards from the entrance. 
There are still other chambers beyond, the 
entrance to which are too smail to admit a 
person, but could be enlarged sufficiently by 
a little labor. The cave has been visited by 
a great number of persons. 
Diphtheria is raging in some portions of 
Jackson county, many malignant cases being 
reported. The entire family of Rev. A. C. 
Howlett, consisting of eight members, are 
down with the scourge, and several are not 
expected to live. 
Rain has been abundant, and the weather 
is unusually favorable for large crops in 
Palouse county, W. T. About 15,000 
bushels of flax will be harvested in Paradise 
valley, and nearly 100,000 bushels has been 
contracted at 95 cents. 
The yield of fruit in Boisa valley, Idaho, 
the present season, is enormous, especially in 
the way of blackberries. 


BRITISH (O LUIIBIt. 
Items from Yielorln. 
V ic to ria , August 10th.—News from Eng 
land reports the death of Mrs. Ash, wife of 
Dr. Ash, member of Parliament. 
The body of a Red river half-breed named 
John Calder was found in a swamp near New 
Westminster Monday. He had been stabbed 
to death in town and dragged where the body 
was found, the object being plunder. 
An Indian woman was shot through the 
heart by an unknown man on Sunday last at 
Lowe Bound. 
The fcteair.sLip Bernard Castle, from Sau 
Francisco, in passing through Piumjier’s 
Pass, thirty miles from Victoria, yesterday, 
struck on a rock. She got off without as­ 
sistance, and is now on the beach awaiting an 
examination. 
An arrival from the north reports that a 
party of 1(M) men bad readied Wrangel from 
Tukou, with the report that good paying 
quartz is to he found in great abundance." Of 
that there was no doubt, but that it required 
capital to work it. So far, little or nothing 
has been done in the development of the vast 
riches of that far-off El Durado. 
The canneries on ths Skeena have shut 
down for the season, after a mo3t excellent 
and successful catch of salmon. Their cases 
are all filled, and more might have been put 
up had greater preparations been made. 


ALL AROUND TEE COAST. 
The Etna Weekly Post ia a new paper 
published at Etna, Cal., by R. Beerslow. 
It is a bright, newsy and vigorous local 
journal. 
The Pacific Improvement Company has 
spent over §200,000 in and around Mon­ 
terey since it commenced work there some 
threo months ago. 
The Nevada Insane Asylum foundation 
is progressing rapidly, and by September 
1st the work of erecting the superstructure 
will doubtless commence. It ia located at 
Reno. 
F. O. Scarlott, of Pleasant Valley, has 
sold his entire crop of Muscat and Tokay 
grapes at §100 per ton. G. G. Briggs has 
contracted to deliver 1,000 tons of grapes 
at Davisville for §55 per ton. 
The Wood River Times is the title of a 
new weekly paper just issued at Hailey, 
Idaho. It is published by T. E. l ’icutte, 
and appears to be a paper devoted to local 
interests, but fair, outspoken and vigorous. 
Win. Hart, who, a abort time since, at 
Mariposa, had an altercation with h;s 
father, and attempted to kill him by 
emptying three chambers of a live-shooter 
and severely but not fatally wounding him, 
has been admitted to bail ia the sum of 
§2,000. 
W. L. llupp, of Wcaverville, who has 
been in Red Bluff for several days, and 
with whom the Masons of that city made 
arrangements to seenre a loan of several 
thousand dollars to aid in constructing a 
Masonic Temple, left Sunday morning for 
Paso Robles Springs. 
In Napa county they have a place called 
Zem Zem. Were we a denizen of that 
locality we would ask the next Legislature 
to change the name to Yum Yum. Zem 
Zem doesn’t mean anything, that we know 
of; but Yum Yum intoxicates with its 
euggestivencss.—[Grass Valley Freo Lance. 
Says the Napa Reporter: A faint idea of 
the extent of the ravages of the Hessian 
fly in some portions of southern Napa 
county, may be formed from the fact that 
Robert Brownlee, a well-known farmer of 
Soscol, gets only 13 sacks of wheat from 
125 acres sown. He seeded 140 sacks of 
wheat on the tract. 
The sports have a new game over in Ar­ 
eata, Humboldt county. It is called “ Har­ 
ness poker,” because when a younfc married 
man gets roped into the game his wife calla 
him, about the time he gets a “ full,” and 
when she gets him home she nearly 
“ raises” him out of his boots, and then he 
bucks and makes the harness fly as high as 
Gilroy’8 kite. 
The grasshoppers are coining into the 
beautiful grain fields around Loyalton. 
Sierra county, but opinions differ as to the 
amount of damage they can do, considering 
the advanced stage of tho crops. The bar­ 
ley is getting yellow, and Borne pieces are fit 
to cut now, but the hay is not all cut yet, 
and the ranchers are not ready to begin the 
grain harvest. Only three or four heads 
cut off to the square y’anl is all the damage 
reported from hoppers at this-date, but the 
stalk-leaves are all eaten off. The oats are 
not so ripe, and the entire stalk is being cut 
off by the hoppers. 
The San Diego Metes says: We are 
told that the disease so destructive to cat­ 
tle, and particularly to calves, originated, 
so far as is known here, at Tecate and Po­ 
trero, the first in Lower California and the 
lost in California. In those places it has 
been very fatal. It has been spreading, 
and will porhaps continue to spread. It 
is depriving our connty of its prospective 
beef supply, and all efforts should be made 
to suppress it. At present the disease is 
not so bad at Flinn’s, because it has killed 
pretty much all the calves ; but it is de­ 
structivo at Laguna, and has gone into Pine 
valley, where it is doing its work. So far 
it has not reached the great milk ranch of 
John Treat, and we hope will not: but 
still it may do so, unless eomo remedy is 
found to stop its progress.

C o u n ty S c h o o l Cesscs.—The school census 
report for Sacramento county for the school 
year commencing July 1, 1881, has been re­ 
ceived by the Oouuty Superintendent C. E. 
Bishop from the Census Marshals and shows 
the following number of children between 
the ages of 5 and 17 years: White children, 
boys, 3,002; girls, 3,523; total, 7,125. Negro 
children, boys, 41; girls, 30; total, 80. In­ 
dians, 2 boys aqd 1 girl; total 3. Chinese, 
480. Number of children between the ages 
of 5 and 17 years of age who have attended 
public schools at any time during the past 
school year, whites, 4 815; negroes, 02; In­ 
dians, 1. Number that have attended private 
schools at any time during the year, 503 
whites, and 00 Chinese in the mission schools 
of the city. Total that have attended public 
schools at some time duriug the year, 5,571. 
Number wb‘> have not attecded, white 
children, 1,087; negroes, 18; Indians, 2; 
total, 1,707. The number of children in the 
county under 5 years of age, 2,403 whites 
ami 15 negroes ; total, 2,4'20. Ü1 these 1,4 jl 
white children and 14 negroes are in the city 
of Sacramento. Total number of children in 
the county under 17 years of age, 10,108. 
The number of cbil Iren native born, from 
native parents, is given as 4,290. Those of 
native birth and having one parent of foreign 
birth, 1,453. Native bsrn, both parents for 
eign, 3,592. Number of fonigu bom, 83. 


B u s in e ss C h a n g e .—The location of ths 
fruit and commission establishment of M. T. 
Brewer &. Co. is soon to be changed from the 
corner of Second and J to the Arcade 
Hotel building. The firm have leased the 
hotel property for a term of ten years, and 
will occupy it as soon as the necessary changes 
for its new occupancy can be made. There 
will be extensive alterations in the arrange­ 
ment of the building. The stairway which 
now occupies the center of the building will 
be changed to the north wall, and the entire 
petitions of ■ the first floor removed. In 
addition to this, the first story will be ex­ 
tended back to the alley with lb foot ceiling, 
the same as the hotel, thus giving in one 
room a depth of 160 feet, having a width of 
50 feet for a distance from the front of 80 
feet, and 25 feet wide the remaining 80 feet, 
A large office will be constructed iu the cen­ 
ter of the room, to be lighted by Bkylight 
from the center of the roof.

IDENTIFIED. 


T he N apa R eporter of T uesday has an ac­ 
count of the identification of th e ycung m an 
w ho wa3 recently drow ned a t th a t place, and 
who proves to have been a form er resident of 


this city. 
I t says : 
T he m an w ho w as drow ned in N ap a river 
on F riday last, under circum stances th a t in ­ 
dicated suicide, has been fully identified. 
T h e envelope which was found in th e pocket 
of the coat he left on the river b ank furnished 
th e clue. I t bore the address of ,T. P . Quelos, 
1048 H ow ard street. D eputy C oroner G ridley 
telegraphed to th e Chief of Police of San 
F rancisco for inform ation regarding such a 
person, and a reply w as received th a t Quelos 
w as a resident of Sacram ento, w here his wife 
resided. 
L ater th e C oroner received another 
dispatch from the firm of Schofield, T aylor & 
Co., asking to be inform ed when th e body 
w as discovered, a 3 a m an of the sam e nam e 
w as once in th eir em ploy. 
Sunday m orning 
th e rem ains of the unfortunate m an were 
b rought to th e surface by J . T outellot, who 
was dragging the river for him . ^ D eputy 
C oroner G ridley was prom ptly notified, and 
sum m oning a ju ry proceeded to Suscol to 
hold an in q u est,-in which a verdict of suicide 
in accordauce w ith fact3 published w as ren ­ 
dered. 
T he body was rem oved to M ellnr k 
Pun’s undertaking room s in this city. 
From 
M r. G raham , who was sent by th e above­ 
nam ed firm to identify the rem ains, we learn 
th e follow ing p articulars of th e life i f the 
young m a n ; 
. 
H e was a n ative of Cleveland, Ohio, aged 
about 27 years. 
F o r m any years he w as 
connected w ith a large oil com pany cf th a t 
city, from w hich he cam e highly recom ­ 
m ended to th e firm of B. F . T aylor k Co., 
Han Francisco. 
H e w as im m ediately taken 
in to th eir em ploy as book-keeper on a h and­ 
som e salary. 
H is business ta c t and careful 
habits won the esteem of his em ployers un til 
an unfortunate day, when lie form ed th e ac­ 
quaintance of a fast woman, who, like a de­ 
stroying angel, racked his faculties and left 
him an inm ate of the Insane A sylum . 
F o r 
several m onths he was under treatm en t a t the 
asylum in this city, and w hen discharged he 
re tu m e l to his form er em ployers, pledged his 
honor to reform , and w as again taken into 
th eir service. 
F o r a tim e all w ent well, and 
he w as transferred to S acram ento to a branch 
store. 
H ere again his tem p ter beguiled him 
from the paths of rectitude, and he plunged 
in to debauches, which caused him to lose his 
position. 
H e w as still befriended by the 
firm, and prom ised a situation aB soon as an 
opening occurred. 
On T hursday last he was 
at th eir office and obtained m oney w ith which 
to p ay l.is hoard. 
T his was the last seen of 
him by his benefactor». 
O n F rid a y th e tel­ 
egram announcing his fate w as published, 
and M essrs. Schofield, T aylor k Co., suspect­ 
ing it was th eir form er un fo rtu n ate em ploye, 
sought inform ation th a t they m ight give him 
a decent burial, for w hich M r. G raham has 
m ade arrangem ents. 


Com plaints.—A p a rty represented a t this 
office yesterday th a t an extrem ely lively­ 
sm elling dead dog has held undisputed occu­ 
pancy of the alley betw een N and O, Seven­ 
teenth and E ig h teen th streets, for several 
days’ past, and th a t three repeated com plaints 
m ade to the H ealth Officer has failed to se­ 
cure atten tio n to the m atter and the m uch- 
needed rem oval.

DOMESTIC. 


C ondition o r th e P resid en t. 
W ashington, August 10th—10:55 a . m.— 
The continuous fever which has been a most 
marked feature of the President’s case the 
past three or four days, subsided entirely 
during the night, and the patient’s tem pera­ 
ture this morniDg was normal, for the first 
time since Sunday. 
The breaking of the 
fever was followed by a profuse perspiration, 
and the rather high pulse shown by the 
morning bulletin is probably due to weakness 
resulting therefrom. 
The discharge of pus 
a t the morning dressing was unusually copi­ 
ous, showing th at the wound is now perfectly 
and thoroughly drained. 
The drainage tube 
was put in again, and the wound washed out 
with a weak solution of carbolic acid and 
water. 
Since the dressing the patient has 
taken nourishment in the shape of milk and 
lime w ater,'and at this hour is quiet and 
comfortable. 
The surgeons report that he is 
doing well. 
[SECOND DISPATCH. 1 
W a sh in g ton, August 10th.—The following 
has been sent by Blaine to L ow ell: 
“ A t 1 
o’clock P. 11. the President’s condition has net 
essentially changed since the morning report. 
A t noon he signed an im portant public docu­ 
m ent, to which his signature was indispens­ 
able, w ith a firm hand.” 
[THIRD DISPATCH.) 
W ashington, August 10th—7 P. M.—The 
President passed an excellent day. 
The 
drainage of the wound was efficient, and the 
pus Becretea in the deeper portion of the 
wound has been coming away spontaneously. 
T he afternoon rise of tem perature was al­ 
most a degree less than yesterday and the 
day before. 
H is pulse at present is 108, 
tem perature 101, respiration 10.

[FOURTH DISPATCH. 1 
W ashington, A ugust 10th.—The follow­ 
ing has been sent by Blaine ta Lowell : 
“ The President is progressing satisfactorily. 
H e is now (10 P. M ) in a refreshing 6leep. 
H is tem perature has fallen nearly one degree 
since yesterday. 
The drainage of the wound 
to day was efficient and spontaneous, and he 
has taken more nourishment than any day 
for five days.” Signed by H itt, Acting Sec­ 
retary. 
[FIFTH DISPATCH) 
W ashington’, August 10th—11:15 p. m.— 
Signs of improvement in the President’s con­ 
dition began to be apparent to-day, soon after 
uoon. 
H is pulse, which had been high dur­ 
ing the earlier part of the day, and which in­ 
dicated more than ordinary weakness, fell 
from 110 to 104 in the course of the after- 
nooD, and his tem perature at the evening ex­ 
amination was lower than at the same hour 
on any day since the 5th, 
These facts were 
taken as evidence, tin t, that the wound is 
once more in a healthy condition and free 
from retained pus ; and second, th at the dis­ 
turbance caused by the operation Monday 
has nearly subsided. 
A fter the evening ex­ 
amination and dressing, which were entirely 
satisfactory, the fever, which came on late 
in the afternoon, began to abate and the pulse 
to fall, and the patient went to sleep. 
The 
fever has now disappeared. 
His tem pera­ 
ture and respiration are again normal and his 
pulse has fallen to 101. 
The patient slept 
soundly, w ithout any anodynes, since half­ 
past 0, and will, the surgeons think, have a 
good night and show a decided gain to-mor­ 
row. 
His present condition, they say, is in 
every way encouraging. 


C o n v e n tio n o f ( h r A m e ric a n R a n k e rs' 
Association—Au Able Paper by Lloyil 
Tevls. 
N iagara F alls, August lo tb .—The_Con­ 
vention of the American Bankers' Association 
m et to-day, wdth A . M itchell, of Milwaukee, 
in the chair. 
The President and Vice-President being 
absent, E . G. Spaulding, cf Buffalo, wag 
chosen temporary Chairman. 
The Treasurer reported the finances in good 
condition. 
A committee was appointed to nominate 
officers, who will be elected to-morrow. 
Papers were read by HeDry M artin, of 
Buffalo, ex-G vernor Fenton, John Thomp­ 
son, of New York, N. B. Van Slycke and 11. 
E . Gould. 
All were referred to the Execu­ 
tive Council. 
There was a brief discussion on the collec­ 
tion of checks of country merchants sent to 
New Y ork merchants for the paym ent of 
goods. 
Thomas F . McGrew, of Springfield, O., 
spoke on the grain products of the W est, and 
the magnificent system of shipm ent to the 
seaboard by lake and canal w ithout breaking 
bulk. 
A resolution was adopted of hearty sym­ 
p athy with President Garfield in his severe 
suffering, and expressing an earnest hope of 
his speedy recovery. 
Lloyd Tevis, of San Francisco, President 
of Wells, Fargo & Co., read a paper in which 
California wa< industria liy and financially 
considered. 
He referred first to the great 
commercial and financial importance of San 
Francisco. 
H e then passed to a considera­ 
tion of the fact of the late bu-iness .and 
financial depression, but which is now giving 
way to an era of prosperity. 
The causes for 
the depression, he thinks, were largely local. 
The State 
had 
always 
eschewed paper 
money, but though she adhered to coin she 
was not free from tho-e fluctuations that 
unsettle values. 
He traced the commercial 
and industrial history of California ; the pio­ 
neer era ; the advent in 1860 of the agricult­ 
ural era ; the mining craze of 185S; the sil ver 
mining era in Nevada ; the railroad building 
era ; the income of large snms of foreign cap­ 
ital. etc. 
He reviewed the heavy taxation 
incident to the war, and the advance of 
freight and insurance by reason of rebel 
cruising. 
He referred next to the date when 
speculation in California began to discount 
the future at rates based on rose-colored im­ 
aginings. 
¡Speculative 
land 
values 
ad­ 
vanced beyond 
real 
values, 
too 
much 
was 
expected 
of 
the 
transcontinental 
railroad completion ; San Francisco reveled 
in vast expectations, and immigration was 
expected 
by 
the 
million. 
Realization 
failed ; the railroad opened up a vast region 
between California and the East, and it nat­ 
urally gave its attention to settling it up 
as tributary to the road. 
San Francisco was 
brought face to face into competition with 
the eastern mercantile world, and diversion 
of freights from the ocean route did not prove 
so great an advantage as was hoped. W ith 
th e completion of the railroad a time of 
transition set in, and with it came the How of 
w ealth from the Comstock mines, obscuring 
the public appreciation of the fact th at the 
golden days were over, and a stock-gambling 
era set in, unparalleled since 
the 
time 
of the South Sea bubble. 
H e then pro­ 
ceeded to consider illegitimate speculation, its 
instability and its sure results, and therein 
defended the men who in time of plenty an­ 
ticipate a time of scarcity, and buy bread- 
stuffs in advance, as those who are real bene­ 
factors to the people. He drew the distinction 
between harmful and legitimate speculation— 
the one tieing wise, the other gambling. 
It 
was this latter th at worked such dire results 
in California, especially in the m atter of the 
Comstock mines. The spirit of gambling 
pervaded all classes, and its result was wide­ 
spread disaster and ruin. 
Y et so stable was 
the business and financial system of Califor­ 
nia despite these things, th at the disorganiza­ 
tion would have passed away but for the o[>- 
portunity it afforded political demagogues. 
Men awakening from 
dreams cf wealth 
to poverty 
are apt to blame anybody 
rather than their own disregard cf prudence. 
Of this K earney aud the W orkingmen’s 
movement was born and unreasonirg passion 
soon had 1 rrge sway. 
A new Constitution 
was demanded, f earned and adopted under 
th e heat of unreasonable enmity to corpora­ 
tions aud 
capital. 
I t proved not to lie 
agrarian or comtuunis'.ic. b it clumsy aud in­ 
digested, aud imposed taxation, wben literally 
interpreted, upon not only all forms, but all 
shadows and representatives of espita'. The 
feeling agaiuEt the Chinese aided their preju- 
dics. 
The evils of the new Constitution 
were exaggerated in the canvass of it, acd 
the impre.-iion wss m ads th at irretrievable 
disaster had overtaken the State, and so the 
business deprts-don was intensified. The public 
then saw th at community interests were nut 


subserved by striking at the interests of any 
class. 
The demagogues were repulsed and 
the better sense of the people asserted itself. 
The Legislature took a sensible view of its 
duty, the Courts interpreted conservatively, 
double taxation was avoided, and the fiscal 
Bystem of California is now substantially th at 
which before existed, and is no more objec­ 
tionable now than th at of New Y ork or M as­ 
sachusetts. H e then considered the conserva­ 
tive and desirable features of the new Consti­ 
tution, showing th at it has safeguards giving 
every guarantee for the security of property, 
and th at now all tim idity among California 
capitalists has passed away, and economic 
principles are better understood. 
H e then 
considered the Chinese question, and which is 
believed 
to be now solved. 
Concerning 
the future of 
California he next spoke. 
H e believed the State is adjusted to the new 
order of things, and th at stsady progress in 
agriculture, manufacturing and commerce 
will now be the rule. 
Business is steadily 
improving, and all signs are th at the State 
has entered upon a calm, sure era of pros­ 
perity. 
H e next took up the statistics of the 
product of the precious metals, the tendency 
of 
gold 
mining, 
the 
injunctions upon 
hydraulic mines, the latter being viewed as 
an evidence of a growing conservatism of 
feeling—an increasing disposition to look 
upon California as a State of permanent 
homes. 
H e considered California’s agricult­ 
ural 
capacity, 
and 
possibility, and the 
promising future of her orchards and vine­ 
yards forecasting the moBt flattering era for 
this “ France of America.” 
He next con­ 
sidered the growth of _ m anufactures, and 
next the banking business, reviewing its 
past, examining its present, and giving tabu­ 
lar statem ents of its stability. 
For all the 
west of the continent he prophesied an im­ 
portance th at a few years ago would have 
been deemed incredible. 
H e referred to the 
extent of farming, the Bteadiness of desirable 
immigration, and the building of transconti­ 
nental railroads, and especially ct the South­ 
ern Pacific, and its value to California as a 
developer. 
Referring next to railroad con­ 
solidation, he considers the cry against the 
grest “ captains of in dustry” as arising from 
mistaken views and jealousy, and sketches 
the history of the meu who have built Cali­ 
fornia railroads, and declares that rail­ 
road development has been more 
healthy 
in 
the 
hands 
of 
the 
few 
than 
if 
prosecuted 
by 
m any companies 
work­ 
ing independently and a t cross purposes. 
The men referred to have used their wealth 
as trustees for the whole community. 
H e 
lastly considers the results of the opening of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad and its effect 
upon the m arkets and productions of Cali­ 
fornia, and her relations w ith the commer­ 
cial world of the E ast and of Europe. 
Adjourned until to morrow.

Y a n k t o n (U. T ), A ugust 10th.—The of­ 
ficial account of the murder of Spotted Tail 
was received last night by Gsneral Cook, 
A gent of the Spotted Tail Indians, from act­ 
ing Agent Lelar, which save: 
A bout noon 
of the 5th inst. Spotted Tail reported at the 
A gent’s office to receive instructions regard­ 
ing his contemplated visit to W ashington. 
H e was urged to start a t once, as the letter 
from the Indian Office directed him to report 
to Agent Andrews at the Y ankton Agency 
no later than the 8th inst., as a delegation 
from the Pine Ridge Agency was expected to 
reach Rosebud Agency on the evening of the 
5th. 
Spotted Tail concluded to wait until 
next morning, and go with the Red Cloud 
delegates to the Y ankton Agency. 
This ar­ 
rangement having 
been concluded upon, 
Spotted Tail decided to have a talk with his 
people th at afternoon, and receive an expres­ 
sion of their views upon the subject to come 
before the conference. 
Bidding Lelar good- 
by, saying he would call a t the office in the 
evening and report for any further instruc­ 
tions which m ight in the meantime occur to 
th at gentleman, Spotted Tail left for the In ­ 
dian village to confer with his people. 
An 
interview was held with the Indians. 
They 
had a " big talk ” and feast, and the council 
broke up. 
Spotted 
Tail 
mounted 
his 
horre 
and started homeward. 
The 
In ­ 
dians 
were scattering in all directions, 
with the noted chief somewhat in advance of 
the others, he being the first out of the lodge. 
A fter leaving the council lodge Crow Dog 
was seen approaching Spotted Tail. 
H e had 
his wife with him. 
He got out of his wagon, 
and was stooping down when Spotted Tail 
rode up to him. 
He suddenly raised up and 
shot Spotted Tail through the left breast. 
The chief fell from his horse, but rose to his 
feet and made three or four steps toward 
Crow Dog. endeavoring to draw his pistol. 
H e then reeled and fell backward. 
Crow 
Dog jumped into his wagon and drove off at 
full speed toward his camp, some nine miles 
distant. 
The acting Agent a t once i.-sued 
orders for the arrest of Crow Dog, under the 
paragraph in the treaty of 1863, which ren­ 
ders him amenable to the white men’s laws. 
The arrest was accomplished, and he was sent 
to jail at N iobrara to aw ait trial for murder.

M inister who is expected to arrive in Novem­ 
ber to succeed Chin Len Pin is Chieg Tsan 
Y u, about 55 yesrs of oge, who has been in 
the Government service many years. He has 
been of late Government Inspector of Arsen­ 
als, and more recently Director of Customs at 
Tien Tsin. 
I t is understood th at Yung 
W ing’s place of A ssistant Envoy Extraordi­ 
nary and M inister Plenipotentiary will not be 
continued in the future, and M inister Ching 
Taan Y u will bring with him a full complement 
of attaches for Consulates in Cuba, Peru and 
Spain, to replace thoee who return. 
Some 
officials will he retained for the term of 
three years, for which the Chinese Govern­ 
ment 
makes its civil appointments, but 
most of them will return to China. 
Of the 
attaches here, it is understood at the Lega­ 
tion th at Ho Shen Chee and Yen Tse Chee 
will stay as part of the personnel of the new 
Embassy. 
Tou Sam Kce, who recently re­ 
turned 
to 
China, 
expects 
to 
return 
with Tsan Y u. 
He came here to be sent as 
Consul-General to Peru, b ut owing to the 
trouble between th at country and Chile a 
Consulate there was never established. 
He 
returned to China on leave of absence, ob­ 
tained because his mother commanded his 
presence at home. 
He hopes to prevail on 
her to allow him to come hack, provided he 
receive» the appointm ent from the Govern­ 
ment. 
Officials at the Legation explain that 
tho party of Chinese students who have 
started for home are to be employed in the 
establishm ent of a telegraph line from Shang­ 
hai to Pekin. 
This week tw enty of the most 
apt students were chosen. 
They are ro t 
yet expert operators, but will be taught 
there. 
It is believed their knowledge in 
other branches of the business will be exceed­ 
ingly im portant in the establishment of the 
line and the management of officials. 
I t is 
denied at the Legation that the recall cf the 
students is on acconnt of their republican 
teaching here. Although no cause is assigned, 
the return is supposed to have been ordered 
at the suggestion of Superintendent Woo. of 
the H artford school, who is a very conserva­ 
tive Chinese gentleman, and the cause of his 
dissatisfaction does not api>ear to be distinct­ 
ly understood by the attaches of the Lega­ 
tion. 
However, there has been a modifica­ 
tion of the order, according to information at 
the Embassy, although no time has been set 
for their departure.
